
Finances 
of a City: 
Berea's 
Reserve 
Funds

There has been more discussion in 
Berea lately at the city council level on 
how reserve funds are managed, and 
whether the City of Berea has been 
pulling too much money out of those 
reserves to cover operating costs. The 
term "rainy day funds" has been used, 
though Berea does not have an official¬ 
ly designated fund. According to an 
EKU study from the past year on local 
government reserve funds, a rainy day 
fund typically applies to state, and not 
local, finances, and can be used as an 
alternative to cutting services or staff 
during economic downturns. 

What Berea does have, according to 
Director of Finance Susan Meeks, is

Council 
Approves 
Budget, Talks 
on Finances

The Berea City Council passed the 
amended budget for 2011/2012 on 
Tuesday night, though both Jerry Little 
and Ronnie Terrill voted no. The coun¬ 
cil habitually passes an amended an¬ 
nual budget around May of each year, 
after they get a clearer picture of both 
revenues and expenses. 

When Little was asked why he voted 
no, he said, "I don't feel like anyone 
is doing anything wrong. Everybody 
does a good job. But I'd segregate the 
money a little different." 

In an earlier city council meeting,

This is the second of a three-part 
series leading up to the Berea Gar¬ 
den Tour on May 12, hosted by the 
Berea Arts Council. 

The backyard and garden 
of Marjorie Acevedo forms 
an incomplete picture if seen 
separately from the house. The 
stately, turn-of-the-century 
home is fully integrated with 
the outdoor environment. With 
French doors opening out to a 
wrap-around porch, and a brick 
patio leading to the small water¬ 


fall feature and flower garden, 
the set-up reflects the idyllic 
southern home, when mimosas 
were drunk on the porch in the 
hot sun and croquet was played 
on the lawn. A porch swing 
hangs from an arbor on the pa¬ 
tio, where wisteria climbs in the 
spring, adding to the lazy ambi¬ 
ance. 

"I've had a lot of good par¬ 
ties here," Marjorie said, as she 
drank tea and looked out at her 
garden. 

Marjorie's property on Pros¬ 
pect Street is one of six gardens 
featured in the Berea Arts Coun¬ 
cil's Garden Tour on Saturday, 


May 12. This is the first time her 
home has been on the garden 
tour. Sally Hindman had been 
to a potluck party at Marjorie's 
house, and asked her if she 
would consider featuring it on 
the tour. 

As the owner, Marjorie re¬ 
flects the elegance and grace 
of her home; she has a visitor 
book where she would put pho¬ 
tographs of all the people who 
stayed with her. This group in¬ 
cluded Danish gymnasts, Eng¬ 
lish folk dancers, Cajun folk 
dancers, relatives, old school

Guild of Artists and 
Craftsmen is part¬ 
nering with the In¬ 
ternet fundraising Kentucky C.uild 
tool, Power2Give, to 
raise the money to 
renovate their new 
building on Broadway, the former site 
of Powdermill Pottery. For every dol¬ 
lar that's donated to the Guild through 
the website, http://power2give.org/ 
go /p / 668 or http: / /power2give.org/ 
go/p/671, the Republic Bank in Lex¬ 
ington will match it dollar for dollar. 

The two numbers on the websites 
listed above represent the two reno¬ 
vation projects the Guild is trying to 
fund; replacing the doors, and repair¬ 
ing/replacing the windows. The 668 
website is the funding mechanism 
for the windows, and as of press time 
3 percent of the $4,900 goal has been 
raised. The 671 website page goes to 
the door replacement project, and as 
of press time 24 percent of the $4,000 
goals had been raised. 

The site will stay open for donations 
for approximately 46 more days. 



American Girl Event 
Proves a Success

When Marty Wayland looked 
at the back of the American Girl 
book, the Kit mystery Midnight 
in Lonesome Hollow , and saw 
both a photograph of a Berea 
College student weaving and 
a well-known Doris Ulmann 
photograph of an Appalachian 
woman surrounded by baskets, 
she knew she was on to some¬ 
thing special. The book. Mid¬ 
night in Lonesome Hollow , took 
place in eastern Kentucky, but 
when Wayland saw the photo¬ 
graphs, she realized the Berea 
connection was very close with 
this book as well. 

"Doris Ulmann was the in¬ 


spiration for the Professor Lucy 
character in the book," Wayland 
said, the director of the Berea 
College Store. "I had known the 
eastern Kentucky connection, 
but when I saw the photos I re¬ 
alized there were Berea connec¬ 
tions too." 

This Berea connection to the 
book. Midnight in Lonesome Hol¬ 
low led Wayland to sponsoring 
an American Girl event this past 
Saturday, which included a book 
reading, a tour of photographs 
at the Doris Ulmann Gallery and 
different craft demonstrations. 
Around 11 adults attended the 
American Girl event, with 17 
girls, who were encouraged to 
bring their own American Girl 
dolls. 


Professor Lucy in the book 
traveled to Appalachia to docu¬ 
ment folk culture, similar to the 
work that Ulmann undertook in 
1932 when she started putting 
together documentation of Ap¬ 
palachian folk arts and crafts 
for the book. Handicrafts of the 
Southern Highland. Wayland had 
emailed the author of the Ameri¬ 
can Girl book, Kathleen Ernst, to 
confirm that Ulmann was the 
inspiration for the book's pro¬ 
tagonist. 

Ernst responded, "I visited 
Berea as part of my research trip 
for MLH [Midnight in Lone¬ 
some Hollow]. Doris Ulmann's 
work was certainly part of the

I am employed by Berea 
College to be the Forester 
for their 8,400 acres of for¬ 
est land. Although the 
College owns the proper¬ 
ty to some degree, this is a 
"community" forest. The 
College itself is a commu¬ 
nity of many people; fac¬ 
ulty, staff, students, etc., 
who all benefit, directly 
or indirectly, from the 
Berea College Forest. Not 
to mention that fishing is 
allowed at Owsley Lake, 
and trails are open to the 
public at Indian Fort and 
the cross country area. 
Plus, everyone in the 
Berea Water District bene¬ 
fits from the managed for¬ 
ested watershed through 
the quality of their drink¬ 
ing water. 

The word "communi¬ 
ty" comes from the Latin 
word com; meaning "to¬ 
gether" and munis; an 
Etruscan word having to 


change 
services. (Wikipedia) So, 
yes, Berea College Forest 
is, in the examples above, 
a sort of "community for¬ 
est". However, this does 
not mean the property is 
open everywhere for any¬ 
one to do whatever they 
want. In fact, the Berea 
College Forest is not open 
to the public, unless by 
permit, anywhere other 
than the areas mentioned. 

Aldo Leopold, often re¬ 
ferred to as the "Father 
of Ecology", eloquently 
communicated in his "A

If there was a universal 
"land ethic", perhaps we 
would not see mountain- 
top removal, pollution 
in our rivers, lakes and 
oceans and other major 
environmental problems. 
On a local level, perhaps 
a more widely established 
"land ethic" would result 
in less litter and dumping, 
graffiti, vandalism, de¬ 
struction of archaeologi¬ 
cal sites, theft, etc. These 
are the main reasons more 
areas of the forest are not 
open to the public.

Clarksville, TN as a City 
Forester, many people 
thought that the develop¬ 
ment of their Greenway 
or walking trail, was a bad 
idea. Some wondered if 
it would be safe to walk, 
or would attract crime to 
nearby residences.

County School Board Should do Better 


Last year the school 
board gave Superinten¬ 
dent Tommy Floyd (@ 
MadisonSuperT on Twit¬ 
ter) a nearly 11% raise. 
While passing on a pid¬ 
dling one-time stipend 
to teachers and staff 
who hadn't gotten rais¬ 
es in years. That bud¬ 
get showed a surplus of 
about $5.4 million in a 
contingency fund. This 
after raising our property 
taxes 4%, the maximum 
allowed without public 
approval, which has be¬ 
come standard procedure 
for the school board every 
year. 

What a difference a year 
makes. This year's budget 
is approximately $600,000 
in the red with the differ¬ 
ence likely to be covered 
by dipping into the con¬ 
tingency fund. In January, 
Floyd sent letters to Madi¬ 
son County's state legisla¬ 
tors detailing the reduced 
amount of funding the 
district faces from state 
cuts and expiring federal 
stimulus money. Not to 
mention the huge increase 
in the amount the district 
must contribute to pen¬ 
sions and the Kentucky 
Retirement System. A dire 
situation is looming. 

Next year's proposed 
budget will also be in the 
red, requiring more than 
half the remaining con¬ 
tingency fund. With the 
fiscal problems facing the 
board, they still approved 
a $4.5 million athletic field 
upgrade for Madison 


Central (with architectur¬ 
al fees, they actually ap¬ 
proved more than $4.92M) 
including a 4,000 seat sta¬ 
dium and concrete-block 
ticket booths while stu¬ 
dents at middle schools 
share text books because 
there aren't enough to 
go around. This upgrade 
is 300 percent more than 
was spent on Southern's 
athletic field upgrade. I 
guess Southern's parents 
are hardier, able to take 
tickets out in the weather; 
they didn't get a booth 
upgrade. 

The lone voice of rea¬ 
son has been John Lackey, 
who endures rude sigh¬ 
ing and rolling of eyes 
by other board members 
while he speaks. This 
board needs to get a grip 
on reality. We can't afford 
wasteful spending; after 
all they aren't GSA. Oh 
wait. Lackey did point 
out that they sent about 
50 people to a conference, 
400 percent more than the 
next highest district sent. 
Maybe they're more like 
GSA than we think. 

The board office has 
five assistant superinten¬ 
dents and 109 employ¬ 
ees. Laurel County, with 
approximately the same 
number of students, has 
39 employees (2010 data 
by Legislative Research 
Commission) and one as¬ 
sistant superintendent. 
Many on staff at our board 
office receive full pensions 
as retired administrators 
in addition to salaries. 


Recently the board gave 
Tommy Floyd a glowing 
recommendation. After 
all, we are near the top of 
the state in energy efficient 
schools. And we'll have 
the Central Dome ath¬ 
letic complex. What more 
could we ask? How about 
something even remotely 
relating to academic per¬ 
formance? Nowhere in the 
official evaluation of the 
school superintendent are 
academic metrics in which 
to measure performance 
mentioned. Perhaps this 
is left out for a reason. 
According to KCCT con¬ 
tent reports released for 
2007-2011, scores at Cen¬ 
tral have fallen drastically 
each year. I doubt seri¬ 
ously a nearly $5million 
athletic investment will 
reverse this trend. 

This is an election year. 
Several school board 
seats are up for reelec¬ 
tion. Please contact the 
board and let them know 
we as tax payers will not 
stand for our money to be 
wasted at the expense of 
our children's education 
any more. Give teachers 
the resources they need, 
give the kids the help they 
need but exercise common 
sense when making deci¬ 
sions. We can do better. 
We should expect better 
from our elected leaders.

friends and college stu¬ 
dents from foreign coun¬ 
tries. 

Marjorie moved to Berea 
in 1993 with her husband 
Ed, to live in the same 
town as their daughter.

$4.5 million in CDs. These 
CDs, or what could infor¬ 
mally be called reserve 
funds, have stayed rela¬ 
tively intact for the past 
several years despite the 
economic recession of 
2008. 

When City Administra¬ 
tor Randy Stone was asked 
if he expected that to be 
unchanged at the end of 
the fiscal year, he stated, 
"I expect it to stay un¬ 
changed, unless something 
unexpected in cash flow 
changes." 

This Tuesday, the Berea 
City Council approved 
the amended budget for 
2011/2012, and two of the 
council members voted no, 
Jerry Little and Ronnie Ter¬ 
rill. Both have expressed 
concern that the amended 
budget calls for spending 
all but $2 million of the 
City's funds. When Stone 
stated that they always 
overestimated expenses 
and underestimated rev¬ 
enues, Terrill asked that a 
more realistic budget be 
passed. 

"We used to have that 
kind of budget," Stone 
said in a later interview, 
"but there were problems 
there." 

Meeks stated that there 
is the intention from the 
finance department to not 
touch money from the 
CDs. 

Meeks pointed out that if 
there was a more conserva¬ 
tive budget passed, with 
less flexibility, it would be 

( - \ 
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less efficient to continu¬ 
ally make budget amend¬ 
ments when circumstances 
changed in the City's rev¬ 
enue streams or expenses. 

"It takes two readings in 
city council to pass a bud¬ 
get amendment," Meeks 
pointed out, "and it is less 
clean. No one has a crystal 
ball, so you need a budget 
that allows you to respond 
to what is happening in the 
city." 

Two readings of a budget 
amendment takes a month, 
because of the twice a 
month meeting schedule 
of the city council. Even 
then, approval of a bud¬ 
get amendment could take 
longer, depending on how 
much discussion it may 
take or other delays. 

In the recently passed 
budget amendment for 
2011/2012, several differ¬ 
ent projects are budgeted. 
That way, according to 
Stone and Meeks, if one of 
them does not occur this 
year, the city can move 
on to another one with¬ 
out moving a great deal of 
money around and sub¬ 
sequently having to make 
many different budget 
amendments instead of 
just one mid-year. 

The City of Berea has 
historically set a budget 
for the beginning of the 
fiscal year, and then sub¬ 
mitted an amended bud¬ 
get around April. Meeks 
stated that the City can not 
pay for something that is 
not in the budget, which 
is why the budget needs to 
be very flexible. 

"We don't pad our more 
predictable expenses," 
Meeks said, of the amend¬ 


ed budget this year. "Sala¬ 
ries and other expenses we 
pretty much know. But the 
projects and equipment are 
the ones you pad, because 
you don't know which one 
will turn out this year or 
what the city will need." 

For example, Meeks said, 
you may have budgeted 
for five police cars because 
that would be the ideal 
situation if the money was 
available. But if a track hoe 
breaks down, then the City 
would allocate the money 
to that emergency need 
and delay the purchasing 
of the police cars to possi¬ 
bly another year. 

The fund balance of 
the City of Berea has de¬ 
creased over the last five 
years. Fund balance repre¬ 
sents the money the City of 
Berea would have if they 
closed up shop immediate¬ 
ly, without counting their 
capital assets like buildings 
or parks. This has caused a 
few council members some 
concerns, since the fund 
balance has dropped $1.1 
million the past five years 
in governmental funds, 
not including tourism and 
utilities. 

This has been because of 
both the economic down¬ 
turn, according to Meeks, 
and all the capital proj¬ 
ects that the City of Berea 
has completed includ¬ 
ing the Expansion Park 
and improvements on the 
drainage of city streets. 
While the fund balance 
has dropped $1.1 million, 
Meeks pointed out, the net 
assets of the City of Berea 
have increased by $6.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

Despite the fund balance

changes, however, the $4.5 
million in the CDs has re¬ 
mained the same. 

"The City has basically 
the same reserves as al¬ 
ways," Stone said. "We're 
in good financial shape." 

There has been discus¬ 
sion by the Berea City 
Council in the past of 
adopting a formal rainy 
day fund policy, where an 
ordinance would be passed 
on how much money must 
stay in reserves and in 
what circumstances that 
money could be pulled for 
the City's use. The council 
did not pass an ordinance 
then, however, choosing to 
keep the greater flexibility 
of a more informal under¬ 
standing of reserve funds. 

City Administrator Ran¬ 
dy Stone and Mayor Steve 
Connelly both suggested 
that the city council may 
wish to revisit the idea of 
a rainy day fund in the fu¬ 
ture.

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Terrill had complained that 
there wasn't a regulated 
rainy day fund, and also 
stated he wanted a more 
realistic budget where ex¬ 
penses weren't estimated 
high and revenues esti¬ 
mated low. Mayor Steve 
Connelly stated that they 
budgeted that way for flex¬ 
ibility and also auditing 
purposes. 

Financial matters were 
discussed during the work 
session as well, when Utili¬ 
ties Director Ed Fortner 
brought the bids for the 
Walnut Meadow Pump 
Station. He recommended 
the low bid from Grant's 
Excavating of $652,869, 
which the council ap¬ 
proved in their later meet¬ 
ing. 

"It's basically a rebuild, 
or new construction," Fort¬ 
ner said, who stated that 
the pump station was be¬ 
yond its last legs. 

The utilities workers are 
physically going out to 
check on the pump station 
a couple of times a day. 
The City of Berea received 
a grant from the CDBG 
(Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant) for ap¬ 
proximately half the cost; 
the other half will come 
from the depreciation/ex¬ 
pansion funds of the utili¬ 
ties department. Another 
part of this project is the 


sewer extension of Terrill 
Branch, but the city will 
go ahead and start on the 
Walnut Meadow Pump 
Station, because of its run¬ 
down condition. 

The City will start work¬ 
ing on the easements for 
the Terrill Branch expan¬ 
sion. City Administrator 
Randy Stone stated that 
hopefully that wouldn't be 
too difficult. 

"People were tickled to 
death when we did a door 
to door survey," Fortner 
said, of the Terrill Branch 
expansion. 

The Berea City Council 
also approved a police de¬ 
partment purchase of five 
mobile computers for the 
patrol cars. They received 
a Homeland Security grant 
with the Madison County 
Sheriff's Department. The 
grant was $39,000, and 
Berea will spend approxi¬ 
mately $17,115 of the grant 
for their purchase, with the 
other portion for the sher¬ 
iff's department. 

Wendy Lynch from the 
911 service in Madison 
County addressed the city 
council during the work 
session. The three govern¬ 
ments have been contrib¬ 
uting $40,000 each annual¬ 
ly, and 911 asked for them 
to increase the amount to 
$60,000 for this next year. 
Lynch stated that the fees 
from the landline has de¬ 
creased from a million 
dollars to $940,000, and 
they are struggling to meet 
operating expenses. They 
also, according to Lynch, 


have to look at a major 
capital project to replace 
their hardware and soft¬ 
ware. They have been us¬ 
ing the same system since 
1998, and they can no lon¬ 
ger even update it. 

"We've been spending 
the money on operational 
expenses," Lynch said, 
who stated that there are 
22 employees with the 911 
service, "and we haven't 
been able to bank anything 
for capital improvements." 

They also do not have 
any back-up for their sys¬ 
tem, which puts the area 
in continual risk for hav¬ 
ing no coverage. CSEPP 
(Chemical Stockpile Emer¬ 
gency Preparedness Pro¬ 
gram) has paid for quite 
a few of the 911 expenses 
over the years. Stone stat¬ 
ed, but that money would 
also only last a couple more 
years. For now, CSEPP will 
pay half of the cost for up¬ 
dating software and hard¬ 
ware. 

Barbara Terrill stood 
up during audience com¬ 
ments for the city council 
meeting, and stated that 
she was dissatisfied with 
the council. She told the 
council that during one 
of the open meetings that 
council member Richard 
Bellando facilitated, she 
asked if the Human Rights 
Commission would cost 
the city any money, and she 
was told that it wouldn't. 

"I read that the Human 
Rights Commission is go¬ 
ing to cost the city $7,500 
in the budget," Terrill said.

inspiration for Professor 
Lucy in the book." 

Wayland was excited 
that some of the partici¬ 
pants in the American Girl 
event on Saturday knew 
John Jacob Niles, who as¬ 
sisted Ulmann with her re¬ 
search in the 1930s. 

"There were just all these 
connections," Wayland 
said. 

After the girls and adults 
heard parts of the book 
read on Saturday, they 
went directly to the tour 
of the Doris Ulmann gal¬ 
lery, where Lisa Kriner 
spoke of Ulmann's work 
and her portraits. Accord¬ 
ing to Wayland, Kriner 
emphasized the respect 
that Ulmann showed with 
her photographs of the 
Appalachian people, and 
she informed the girls that 
Ulmann also sent photo¬ 
graphs as thank you's to 
those who consented to 
having their picture taken. 


While the bulk of Ul- 
mann's work is held at the 
University of Oregon, the 
gallery at Berea College 
has the photographs she 
took in the area of Berea, 
including eastern Appala¬ 
chian. 

After the gallery tour, 
the crew traveled to the 
Berea Arts Council, where 
Merwyn Jackson and Janet 
Southwood gave a dulci¬ 
mer demonstration. Gwen 
Heffner from the Kentucky 
Artisan Center then talked 
about baskets, Amy Judd 
gave a presentation on the 
loom and Warren May dis¬ 
cussed making dulcimers 
to finish up the Appala¬ 
chian folk arts and crafts 
day, American Girl style. 
The participants complet¬ 
ed the day with lunch at 
Boone Tavern. 

Marty partnered with 
the advanced marketing 
class at Berea College to 
plan the event, a class that 
Martie Kazura teaches. 
The two had worked to¬ 
gether before, when Ka- 
zura's students would en¬ 
ter the Berea College store 
as "mystery shoppers".

The Madison County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 9 through May 23, 
2012. The tax roll is in the office of the Property Valua¬ 
tion Administrator (PVA) in the Madison County Court¬ 
house Annex and may be inspected Monday through 
Friday between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 
and on Saturdays between the hours of 8:00 a.m. 
and 12:00 p.m. Under the supervision of the PVA or 
one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax 
roll. This is the January 1, 2012 assessment on which 
State, County, and school taxes for 2012 will be due 
about October. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a confer¬ 
ence with the PVA or a designated deputy. The con¬ 
ference may be held prior to or during the inspection 
period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or des¬ 
ignated deputy, may appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals. The taxpayer can appeal his as¬ 
sessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other 
written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identify¬ 
ing the property, and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of 
the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the Madison County 
Clerk’s office no later than one working day follow¬ 
ing the conclusion of the inspection period (May 24, 
2012). A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board 
of assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the 
board, either in person or by designated representa¬ 
tive, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Ken¬ 
tucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not 
be made to the county board of assessment appeals. 
Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice 
under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have 
the protest and appeals rights granted under the provi¬ 
sions of KRS 131.110. The following steps should be 
taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the as¬ 
sessed value of personal property as determined by 
the property valuation administrator. 

1. He must list under protest (for certification) 
what he believes to be the fair cash value of 
his property. 

2. He must file a written protest directly with the 
Department of Revenue, Office of Property 
Valuation within 30 days from the date of the 
notice of assessment. 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110. 

4. The final decision of the Department of 
Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky 
Board of Tax Appeals.

Letter Carrier Food 
Drive May 12 


The 20th Annual Stamp 
Out Hunger Food Drive 
will take place on Sat¬ 
urday, May 12 in Berea. 
Letter Carriers in Berea, 
in conjunction with the 
United States Postal Ser¬ 
vice, will be collecting 
non-perishable food items 
like canned meats and fish, 
canned soup, juice, pasta, 
vegetables, cereal and rice 
to help families in need in 
the Berea community. 

People are asked to place 
their food donation at their 
mailboxes before their let¬ 
ter carrier arrives with the 
day's mail. The letter carri¬ 
ers will pick it up, take it to 
the post office, and then it 
will be delivered either to 
the Berea Food Bank or lo¬ 
cal church food banks. 

People are asked to not 
include items that have ex¬ 
pired or those in glass con¬ 
tainers. 

The National Associa¬ 
tion of Letter Carriers Na¬ 
tional Food Drive is the 
outgrowth of a tradition 
of community service that 
is usually exhibited by 
members of the letter car¬ 
riers union over the years. 
For many years, a number 
of branches had collected 
food for the needy as part 
of their community service 
effort. Discussions were 
held by the NALC, U.S. 
Postal Service and AFL- 


CIO Community Services 
Department to explore a 
coordinated effort. A pilot 
drive was held in ten cit¬ 
ies in October 1991, and it 
proved so successful that 
work began immediately 
to make it a nationwide ef¬ 
fort. 

Input from food banks 
and pantries suggested 
that late spring would be 
the best time, since by then 
most food banks in the 
country start running out 
of donations received dur¬ 
ing the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas holiday periods. 

A revamped drive was 
organized for May 15,1993 
— the second Saturday in 
May — with a goal of hav¬ 
ing at least one NALC 
branch in each of the 50 
states participating. The re¬ 
sult was astounding. Over 
11 million pounds of food 
was collected; a one-day 
record in the United States, 
involving over 220 union 
branches. 

From Alaska to Florida 
and Maine to Hawaii, let¬ 
ter carries did double day, 
delivering mail and pick¬ 
ing up food donations. It 
grew from that point. 

From inception, the U.S. 
Postal Service, AFL-CIO 
Community Services net¬ 
work and local United 
Way organizations have 
worked together.

Imagine a world in which 
the concept of "family" is 
turned on its head, a world 
in which you are forced to 
pack your few belongings 
and move to a new home 
and a new family. Most 
likely you are not mak¬ 
ing the move with your 
brothers and sisters, since 
you all are being placed in 
different homes with new 
families. Now imagine 
that you are the new fam¬ 
ily taking in a child who is 
confused, rootless and up¬ 
set. Very little imagination 
is required if you are one 
of the more than 400,000 
children in foster care in 
the U.S. or one of the fos¬ 
ter families who open their 
hearts and homes to chil¬ 
dren in desperate need of 
stability 

May is National Foster 
Care Month - a time when 
we turn our attention to 
the approximately 7,000 
children and youth in fos¬ 
ter care in Kentucky, and 
honor the dedicated foster 
families, relative caregiv¬ 
ers, volunteers and child 
welfare professionals who 
serve them. Each May, Na¬ 
tional Foster Care Month 
provides an opportunity to 
shine a light on the experi¬ 
ences of the approximately 
7,000 children in foster 
care in Kentucky and more 
than 400,000 children and 
youth in the nation's foster 
care system. 

The foster care system is 
only as good as the people 
who choose to be a part of 
it. With the help of more 
caring Kentuckians, the 
lives of these young people 
can change for the better 
and many formerly abused 
or neglected children and 
teens will either reunite 
safely with their parents, 
be cared for by relatives or 
be adopted by loving fami¬ 
lies. 

About 408,000 children 
in the U.S. are in foster care 
because their own families 
are in crisis. Many children 
in foster care are unable 
to return home safely be¬ 
cause their parents do not 


have access to resources to 
help strengthen the family. 
In addition, there are mil¬ 
lions of foster care alumni 
in the U.S. who represent 
all walks of life, many fa¬ 
mous today, such as Dave 
Thomas, founder of Wen¬ 
dy's and Steve Jobs who 
founded Apple. 

No matter how much 
time you have to give, 
you have the power to do 
something positive that 
will "Change a Lifetime" 
for a young person in fos¬ 
ter care. Nearly every com¬ 
munity in the Kentucky 
Bluegrass is suffering 
from a shortage of foster 
families, including Berea. 
Children in foster care feel 
more secure and are likely 
to do better in school when 
they are able to stay in 
their own community. The 
larger the pool of qualified 
foster parents, the easier it 
is to ensure that children 
remain in their own neigh¬ 
borhoods and schools and 
the easier it is to keep sib¬ 
lings together in foster 
care. Help make Berea a 
welcoming place for kids 
in foster care - find out 
how you can get involved. 

Being a foster parent is 
not the only way to have 
an impact on the life of a 
child in foster care. You 
can become a volunteer 
Court Appointed Special 
Advocate (CASA), be a 
mentor, or support foster 
youth attending college 
and vocational school. 
Foster children need strong 
relationships with caring 
adults they can depend on 
in times of need, regardless 
of age. All children in fos¬ 
ter care need a caring adult 
who becomes a support¬ 
ive and lasting presence in 
their lives. Without fami¬ 
lies or stable relationships, 
too many of these formerly 
neglected and/or abused 
children and teens will end 
up facing life's challenges 
all alone. 

Research shows that 
young people who age out 
of foster care are far more 
likely than their peers in 
the general population to 
endure homelessness, pov¬ 
erty, mental and physical 
health, insufficient educa¬ 
tion, unemployment, in¬ 
carceration and early preg¬ 
nancy and parenthood.

They are in urgent need of 
attention. Nearly half of 
the young people in foster 
care are older than age ten. 
For many years, the num¬ 
ber of young people ag¬ 
ing out of foster care has 
increased. That number 
currently is about 30,000 
each year. These young 
people can exit foster care 


without appropriate fam¬ 
ily connections, resources, 
mentorship, employment 
or skills they need to live 
independently. Children 
and youth in foster care 
in a loving stable environ¬ 
ment are capable of over¬ 
coming the repercussions 
of previous neglect and/ 
or abuse. 

Many communities are 
urgently seeking more 
everyday people to come 
forward to help these 


young people realize their 
full potential. Every state 
in our country has chil¬ 
dren in foster care. They 
belong to all of us. Now is 
the time to show we care. 
Because people do not un¬ 
derstand the gravity of the 
problem they are reluctant 
to step up to help. We 
have more kids that need 
foster homes than foster 
homes to put them in.

Coleman and Mat Kindred who lived by the slopes of Pi¬ 
lot Knob near Big Hill in 1962 were quietly celebrating their 
70th wedding anniversary.
